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WWE Battle Royal Scandal 


NE BY ONE the participants 

were introduced to the 
standing room only crowd at New 
York’s Madison Square Garden. 
The list read like a Who's Who of 
WWF wrestling: 20 of the best 
wrestlers in the area. 

They were assembled for the 
third annual WWF Battle Royal, a 
showdown which promised a 
grand prize of $10,000 to the one 
man who showed enough stamina 
and endurance to be the last man 
standing after all others had been 
eliminated. Elimination occurs by 
being thrown over the top rope. 

It’s a brutal contest simply due 
to the nature of a Battle Royal: 20 
men all striving for the same goal. 
As a result, alliances between 
wrestlers are formed to oust other 
wrestlers . . . alliances which, under 
any other circumstances, might 
never occur, Strange oppositions 
are developed as well. 

‘Two years ago Hussein Arab 
captured the prize. Last year, it was 
Larry Zbyszko. This year, the 
match-time favorites were Pedro 
Morales, Rick Martel, Tony 
Garea, Killer Khan, Mil Mascaras, 
and King Kong Mosca. 

One by one they entered the ring. 
Finally, all 20 men were facing 
each other. Each man stood alone 
against 19 dpponents. Each man 
was determined to bring home a 
$10,000 reward. ‘ 


Mr. Fuji and Mr. Saito bow to the jeering 
crowd after eliminating Rick Martel and 
opting to split the $10,000 Battle Royal 
prize rather than face off against 
each other. 

The opening bell had barely 
sounded whem immediate chaos 
and confusion broke out. It was 
nearly impossible to keep track of 
all that was happening in the ring. 

King Kong Mosca squared off 
against Mil Mascaras as S.D. 
Jones faced Johnny Rodz. On the 
other side of the ring, Larry Sharpe 
and Roberto Soto were going at it, 
while Tony Garea and Rick Martel 
vented their collective rage upon 
Mr. Saito and Mr. Fuji. 

As suddenly as they developed, 
these individual battles dissolved 
and new ones developed. Mr. Fuji 
concentrated upon S.D. Jones, 


Yoshiaki Yatsu battled with Steve 
O, and Curt Hennig struggled 
against Killer Khan. 

Bulldog Brower was the first to 
be thrown over the top rope, 
followed by Ron Shaw. Rodz took 
the offensive against Hennig, who 
was the third man to go over the 
top rope. Baron Mikel Scicluna 
was next. 

As wrestlers were eliminated, 
new partnerships formed to throw 
other wrestlers out. Jones 
mustered a brutal offensive against 
King Kong Mosca, very nearly 
heaving him over the top rope. At 
the last second Mosca was saved by 

.. of all people... Killer Khan. 
Scant seconds later, Mosca and 
Khan would be waging a war of 
their own, only to drag each other 
over the top rope and out of the 
ring and the match. 

With six wrestlers left, Jones 
looked like a strong possibility to 
finish on top. He had only to finish 
off Garea,; Martel, DeNucci, Fuji, 
and Saito. It would not be easy. 

Garea as the first of the six to go,

Flair mounted the cornerpost, 
prepared to deliver the fatal blow 
to Dusty and his championship. In 
an instant, Dusty rose to his feet 
preparing to suplex Ric to the mat. 
As Rhodes held Flair, the 
champion’s left leg, wounded twice 
in as many days, began to buckle 
from the weight of Flair. Dusty 
collapsed, Flair on top of him, and 
fell flat to the canvas. 

Three seconds later it was 
official: Ric Flair was declared the 
new champion of the National 
Wrestling Alliance. Official time of 
the match: 23 minutes, 43 seconds. 

“I feel great,” hollered Ric after 


his victory. “The first thing I’m 
going to do is go out and buy a case 
of champagne! Then I’m going to 
get all my friends together, drink 
the case, and then hit every night 
spot in town! Then I’m going to 
start celebrating!”

“IT can't rightly predict,” Flair 
said, “but one thing is for sure: it 
won't be dull.

Journalists 
from Tokyo as wellas the States all 
agreed: this arena is a fine addition 
to the wrestling circuit on the 
eastern seaboard. 

Returning home, Apter proved 
once again to be a man with a low 
threshold of willpower. With his 
M&M monkey satiated, he gave in 
to the struggle against the pancake 
and bacon obsession. In a 
disgusting display of gustatorial 
overkill, Apter devoured his meal 
like a starving hawk who finally 
ensnared its prey. Dusty Rhodes 
would have been proud. 

As I drove home after depositing 
a bloated Bill Apter to his 
apartment, | thought back at what 
the evening meant. In one sense it 
was the end of an era: Bruno had 
waved a fond farewell to his fans, 
some of whom had been there in 
1959 and were now bringing their 
children along to see the Living 
Legend in action. 

In another sense, it was the 
dawning of a new era: the inception 
of wrestling at the Meadowlands. 
It was the beginning of a new 
chapter in the long and revered 
history of the squared circle. 

As | pointed the nose of the 
Green Giant eastward along the 
Long Island Expressway, | didn’t 
know whether to smile or be sad. 
Somehow, | succeeded in doing 
both. O 
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come out and ask for it. Hisclose 
relationship with the fans and 
his inscrutable wrestling style 
are the earmarks of his career. 
He has never had to build his 
own ego. 

But suddenly this drastic 
change. The way he was talking, 
how long before he would 
demand a match against a 
Tommy Rich or a Bruno 
Sammartino Jr.? The mere’ 
thought was painful. The 
wrestling community watched II 
in stunned silence, hoping, 
praying that he was just having a 
few bad days and that he would 
return back to normal. 


Mr. Wrestling I] shows a scowl behind his 
cowl, but his apparent anger is gone. II 
was just testing his influence over the 
young Georgia wrestlers. 


“Everything went exactly as | 


planned,” Il said with a wry grin. 
“I'm sorry | put such a scare into 
so many people, but | had to. 
Believe me, if | didn’t think itwas 
necessary, | wouldn't have gone 
to such extremes.” 

The fact is that Il never 
considered turning bad. What he 
did, he did for the young 
scientific wrestlers in the 
Georgia area, and ultimately the 
fans. “For years now,” he 
explained, ‘I've been in a 
position of influence for every 
scientific wrestler that has come 
through the area. And it’sa role!

“Often | would watch a Ted 
DiBiase or a Kevin Von Erichand

That is what | had to find out. | 
had to know how far | could lead 
these young men.’ 

Not that Wrestling Il was 
worried about what would 
happen to his followers if he 
were to ever turn to rule- 
breaking: at this point of his 
career, he knows in his own 
mind that there is absolutely no 
chance of that. ‘’No,”’ Il said, ‘it 
goes a lot deeper than whether 
or not somebody wrestles by the 
rules. In order for these young 
guys to survive in wrestling— 
and in life—they must be their 
own leader. They have tobe able 
to set their own courses in life 
and stick to them. Hero worship 
is flattering, but it can be 
very dangerous.” 

So Il pulled off his charade, 
scared the living daylights out of 
an awtul lot of people (myself 
included), and found out what he 
had to know. “Each and every 
one of them _ reacted just 
perfectly,” he said, a wide grin 
stretching his mask. They were 
respectful enough not to jump 
down my throat, yet they were 
mature enough not to follow me 
blindly.” 

All Mr. Wrestling Il wants 
from his youthful followers is 
their loyalty. Not in the sense of 
doing everything he does, but 
just as any friend would want 
loyalty from another friend. 

And I'm very happy to note

In spite 
of the fact that even he 
could no longer escape the 
fact his abilities were 
abysmal, he couldn't leave 
the sport. He refused to 


surrender the spotlight to 
another. These last years 
would have been pathetic if 
they weren't so distasteful.
